Science took its place in the 
William R. Fee murder last night. 
In a_ criminologist’s’ ‘laboratory 
today, the blood-stained handker- 
chief with its strand of human 
hairs—one a woman's hair—will 
be under a microscope. An an- 
alysis of the blood will be made 
to determine, if possible, how long 
it has been on the handkerchief 
and if it is the blood of a human. 
On\the analysis hinges the fate 
of what appears to be the most 
tangible clew—that the millionaire 
banker’s body was secluded in a 
cabin within 30 feet of Miss Wat- 
kin’s cottage in Lytle ©reek Can- 
yon for two days before it was 
‘planted’ in the spot where it was 
found Tuesday noon. It is on 
this theory that Sheriff Walter A. 
Shay yesterday centered his in- 
quiry in the slaying. ~ 
Furnishings of cottage were 
closely examined yesterday and, 
after an all-day investigation, Sher- 
iff Shay returned to his office late 
in the afternoon carrying.a “bundle. 
It appeared to be a blanket. 
Sheriff Shay last night admitted 
that “several angles” entered into 
the inquiry during the day.

“On that morning,” she said, 
“my cousin, Paul Kennedy, was 
sitting on a bench not "25 feet 
from the point where the body 
was found \ Tuesday.. He could 
not possibly have failed to see it. 

“I cannot imagine who would 
have a motive in attempting to 
make it look as though I were 
-onnected with Mr. Fee’s death. 
%t is evidently some one, however, 
who was anxious to escape the 
real responsibility.” ; 

Maniac Theory is Advanced 

Later, Miss Watkins, in an in- 
terview, advanced a theory that 
a maniac killed Mr. Fee. 

Miss Watkins: first suggested 
this theory when she was ques- 
tioned in the district attorney’s 
office. She said Dr. Charles L. 
Bennett, Los Angeles physician, 
had advised her to investigate the 
activities of this man, whom she 
named. Dr. Bennétt confirmed the 
statement in Los Angeles yester- 
day. ei 

Authorities here, however, dis- 
missed the maniac theory. when 
Forest Ranger Joseph Hayden in- 
*ormed: them that the man named 
is not insane. This man, however, 
is involved in a feud with another 
Lytle Creek Canyon resident and 
out of this bitterness is presumed 
to have come the statements that 
are the foundation for Dr. Ben- 
nett’s theory.

Nothing that would tend to 
throw any light on the cause for 
the act was brought out at the 
inquest Wednesday afternoon, at 
the W. D. Richardson mortuary, 
530 West A Street, before Deputy 
Coroner Emmett Waters. The 
coroner’s jury found death due to 
a pistol shot self-inflicted while 
temporarily insane. 

Just before ending his life, In- 
galls was observed by H. L. Camp- 
bell, superintendent, and Kelly 
Moyer, Bellevue employe, driving 
several times about the cemetery 
driveways. He was also observ 
ed by H. G. Burton, a passing mo- 
torist. After coursing about the 
cemetery, the realtor drove out 
the south gate and, turning West 
on G Street, parked by the road- 
side and ended his life. Cemetery 
attaches, hearing the shot, went 
to investigate, and then telephon- 
ed for an ambulance, The bullet 
passed out the top of the broker’s: 
head, badly shattering his skull 
and lifting a cap from his head. 
The gun was still clasped in his 
hands when the body..was found. 
Those who had observed him driv- 
ing through the cemetery, testi- 
fied that although he was driving 
fast, he did not appear unduly 
excited. 

Mr. Ingalls leaves a wife, form- 
erly Miss Ruth Lewis of Ontario, 
who is herself on the verge of 
mental collapse as a result of the 
shock, and two sons, John, age 
10, and William, age 3. Mr. In- 
galls was 35 years of age. 

The young realtor came to On- 
tario 14 years ago from Menom- 
inee, Wis., and was married here 
about 12 years ago. He served for 
some time as secretary of the 
Ontario Chamber of Commerce, re- 
signing this position to go into 
business, where he met with phen- 
ominal success and was rated 
among the most substantial men 
of the city.

Methods of enforeing the 
esh fruit and vegetable stan- 
eee law, which speci- 
fies that oranges may not be 
shipped until properly matur- 
‘od, were discussed Wednesday 
by horticultural inspectors of 
jthe county, at their monthly 
jmeeting at the Farm Bureau 
office. J. P. Coy, horticultural 
commissioner, presided. 
' Oranges are properly matur- 
ed, it was brought out, ‘‘ when 
the juice contains. soluble sol- 
ids equal to or in excess of 
eight parts to every part of 
‘acid, and when they “haye at- 
tained at least 25 per cent yel- 
low or orange color before 
picking and have attained at 
least 70 per cent of their color 
before shipment.’ 
Picking General 

The inspectors were advised 
how to make the tests by Mr. 
Coy. Picking is now in prog- 
ress throughout the county. 

That the couwnty’s navel or- 
ange crop this year will be at 
least 80 per cent in quantity 
was the opinion of the inspec- 
tors. A number of the grow- 
ers are delaying their ship- 
ments until the orange market 
is less agitated. At present 
Tulare County and Florida are 
shipping large quantities of or- 
anges to eastern and European 
markets. 
The Valencia crop this year 
will average about 60 per cent, 
it is believed. The lemon erop 
will average from 85 to 90 per 
cent. 
‘‘Although prices for citrus 
fruit are a little lower at prés- 
ent than normal, it is only be- 
cause Tulare County and Flor- 
ida are at the height of their 
shipping season,’’ Mr. Coy said 
at the meeting. ‘‘Within a 
few weeks I expect that the 
prices will advance consider- 
ably. As a result, many grow- 
ers in the county are ‘sitting 
tight’ and awaiting develop- 
ments. There is no doubt that 
there will be a steady mar- 
ket for all citrus fruit this 
year.’’ 
Fifteen inspectors attended 
the meeting, representing all 
districts of the county.
